I feel compelled to write regarding an 
incident which I witnessed at the Sham- 
rock's Jawbone Enduro on April 5 this 
year, On the dirt road entering the area 
was a sign which read '*Stop- Pick up 
litter bags’’, or something to that effect, 
I had my own litter bag so I din't pay 
much attention to the exact working of 
the sign. There were portable restrooms 
and even if inadequate to accommodate 
the large crowd, I feel that the Sham- 
rocks should be commended for their 
visible efforts to keep the area clean, 

A Fish and Game Department of In- 
terior official car came in and parked

Recently, I received a number of clip- 
pings from your publication from one of 
my units, It was a great pleasure, and 
most encouraging to me, to see some of 
the Letters to the Editor and other con- 
tributions confirming my opinion that 
there are a great number of responsible 
people and organizations in the motor- 
cycle fraternity. 

Several of the Letters to the Editor 
and other items indicated a deep concern 
for the kind of irresponsible use of the 
out of doors that can very well destroy 
those resources, particularly in our 
Southern desert area, In those areas, we 
have experienced very serious damage as 
a result of off-road vehicles, both the 
motorcycles and others, traveling cross 
country, Most of this damage is irrever- 
sible and patently thoughtless in that 
these resources belong to those who 
follow as well as those of us who have 
the great privilege of enjoying them now, 

In spite of the fact that at Anza- 
Borrego Desert State Park, for instance, 
there are up to 700 miles of off-road 
travel routes available to off-road ve- 
hicles, there are some irresponsible 
people who will leave these routes to the 
serious detriment of the resource, I be- 
lieve that the responsible off-road ve- 
hicle enthusiast is as concerned as any 
other lover of the out of doors aboutthis 
kind of destruction and I hope that they 
will join us in working to minimize this 
kind of thoughtlessness and lack of re- 
sponsibility. 

For some time, I have been trying to 
communicate with responsible motorbike 
organizations so that we may discuss 
this problem and seek their assistance 
in assuring that the out of doors can re- 
main available to everyone and still pro- 
tect it for those who will need this, even 
more than we do, in the future, Can you 
put me in touch with such organizations 
that we may work towards the benefits 
of all the people of this state?

As almost all bike riders know, ecology has become a very ‘‘in’’ thing in recent 
months, Not that it hasn't always been with us, but of late an increasingly large num- 
ber of individuals and groups are becoming extremely vocal about the problem, We 
suspect that there are various motives, — some good, some not so good — behind the 
uproar, But, regardless of motives, ecology today is of utmost concern to most 
Americans, and it is high time that we, as motorcyclists, take a hard, cold look at 
this important issue, 

As individuals, of course, we are interested in such problems as smog and water 
pollution, But as a group our main concern is with the frenzied debate over use of 
the desert and other rural lands, 

There have been charges and counter charges, opinions and counter opin- 
fons, proposals. But, to date, little, if anything, has been either- concluded or re- 
solved, 

There is little doubt in our minds that use of desert land by off-road vehicles 
does, indeed, change the natural environment of the terrain. Furthermore, it should 
be obvious that a bunch of screaming bikes coming lickity split down the back side of 
a hill are going to scare hell outof flock of grazing sheep. And fences have been torn 
down, ancient Indian burial grounds destroyed, hills eroded, and pit and camp- 
ing areas littered with beer cans and paper plates. 

The debate, thus far, has centered around the frequency and degree that such 
things have occurred. The BLM, naturalists, and livestock owners have numberous, 
photograph documented, horror stories about misuse and wanton destruction of pub- 
lic and private lands, Riders, on the other hand, say that these claims are exagger- 
ated, and they, as citizens, have a perfect right to enjoy the beauty and pleasure af- 
forded by desert riding. (See T.W, Apple's letter on this page). 

To borrow a phrase from the president, it should be crystal clear that both sides 
have a legitimate argument, (See Stan Shave's letter on this page). Я 

Cycle News would like to suggest that the time is long past for petty argument 
over a virtually mute point, There are now an estimated 1.7 million motorcycles in 
California, and the number will undoubtedly grow by leaps and bounds with each suc- 
ceeding year, At the same time, land is more than ever a precious commodity, and 
its use must — repeat MUST — be regulated in a rational manner, Motorcyclists have 
their rights, but so do sheep, And rock hounds, And flower lovers, 

Somehow, all sides must get together. Now. We can no longer afford the philo- 
sophical, someday-we-should platitudes, of the BLM’s committee on off-road vehi- 
cles, Or the, **We've-got-a-committee-working-on-it'" attitude of the Los Angeles 
County Department of Parks and Recreation. It's action time, boys and girls, Right 
now. 

The letter on this page from Superintendent Whitehead, of the State Department of 
Parks and Recreation, as well as the letter from the Brush Barons M.C., are indi- 
cative of some positive steps tnat can be taken, 


Generally, Cycle News feels that the following things should be done: (1) 
As a joint venture between motorcyclists and various public agencies, bike 
rights should be firmly and unequivocally established, We should fight for what we 
need, while still recognizing the rights of others. (2) We should support Russ San- 
ford's M.O.R.E. as the official agent for organized motorcycling in California. We 
should make it financially feasible for Sanford to devote his full time and efforts to 
our interests. As of this week, every member of the Cycle News staff is a paid in full 
member of the — OUR — organization, Working with local groups, the President of 
M.O.R.E. could direct negotiations between local officials and riders. (3) Clubs and 
individuals should organize a system of policing the areas, This has been done suc- 
cessfuly in some parts of the state, and there is no reason why it shouldn't work 
everywhere. (4) Desert clubs should work closely with land agencies, in planning 
their events, This will serve many functions, not the least of which is good 
public relations. (5) When riding any- 
where near residential areas, bikes 
should be equipped with silencers, You

SYDNEY, AUST. — Several leading Cali-

Liverpool is 
now famous, to coin a cliche, for 
its strong international line up during 
the main summer season from October 
through March,

Oliveri’s track manager, Mike Ray- 
mond, revealed this week that he ispro-

After scouring England, Raymond will 
travel across to America,..destination: 
Costa Mesa and any other dirt tracks 
which may be running. 

All riders will come under his scru- 
tiny, especially the Bast boys, Sonny 
Nutter, Larry Heinselman and, of course, 
DeWayne Keeter who is now a confirmed 
favorite with Austalasian speed fans, 

Anyone showing up particularly well 
could be signed up on the spot, for there 
is no doubt about it, Oliveri and Ray- 
mond do not beat about the bush if they 
spot a possible attraction. 

Said Raymond: ‘‘With American sud- 
denly emerging into international speed- 
way this could provea unique opportunity 
for riders to pick up valuable experi- 
ence. Already DeWayne Keeter and 
Japanes rider Jimmy Ogisu have gained 
contracts to race in England after first 
displaying their wares in Australia."

Starter Monte See was giving no breaks 
throughout the afternoon, and the Expert 
Main began with Dusty Coppage (Yam), 
Mark Brelsford (H-D), Dave Hansen 
(Tri), and Glen Adams (Nor) all in the 
rear for creeping. Portland’s T.L, Hog- 
lan (Nor) led to the first corner where 
Dick Mann (BSA), fresh from his moto- 
cross win the day before, grabbed the 
lead. Thad Lawrence (Tri) slipped into 
second with Hogland third and Lawwill 
fourth, 

Lap ten saw the Expert Trophy Dash 
winner Brelsford get by Hoglan who was 
now running fourth thanks to Lawwill. 
Dave Hansen got off near the half-mile 
corner but was up and running again, 
with Lawwill taking second away from 
Lawrence one lap later. 

At exactly the half-way point Lawwill 
got under Mann for the lead, with Law- 
rence in third, Brelsford fourth, Hoglan

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M Riders Tackle New Land In CERA Run 1

INDIO, CAL, April 19, 1970— Th:. Cali- 
fornia Enduro Rider’s Association staged 
the second of a series of four proposed 
enduros this Sunday about twenty miles 
east of Indio, California, About 490 rid- 
ers and their families showed up to find 
that the first test of the enduro was 
getting the vehicle into the campsite, 
The narrow, one-lane dirt road in fea- 
tured deep sand and hills, a combination 
that persuaded many of those with trail- 
ers to camp near the highway outside. 
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Riders wait out the clock at Sunday's C.E.R.A. Enduro, east of Indio, Calif. T 


A large camper that made the attempt 
stopped all progress Saturday until 
twenty-odd riders pushed it through a 
sand wash. The campsite itself was a 
large, dusty, flat, barren spot, somewhat 
reminiscent of recent moonscape photos, 


The enduro was to consist of three 
loops, 52.8 miles, 51.0 miles, and 10.5 
miles long, respectively. But the third 
short loop had to be cancelled when a 
thoughtless jeep club tore down all the 
markers on one section of the loop, 

The first loop started off in a cloud of 
dust up a narrow trail out of the valley, 
The riders headed generally east towards 
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event was advertised as in “all new territory”, and that it was. 


Sorocco Summit and then soutn toward 
Salton Sea, On this loop there were no 
real challenges to either man or ma- 
chine, but schedules were oftn fast 
enough to provide a racing-type chal- 
lenge. It was a nice but unspectacular 
ride and lived up to the C.E,R.A, pro- 
mise for its second graded enduro — 
slightly tougher than the first, 

The second loop started in a generally 
westerly direction and, at 6.5 miles, 
provided one of the highlights of the day:

was a check, 

From that point on it was rocks, all 
sizes and varieties, over every foot of 
the path, There were tight rocky sand- 
washes, rocky uphills, rocky downhills, 
and rocky ridgetrails. Although at no 
point was there anything particularly 
difficult, the machine punishment was 
tremendous, A common cause of failure 
was ‘‘busted crankcase.’’ Due to a num- 
ber of bottlenecks, few riders were able 
to keep schedule on the second loop, The 
most typical comment on the loop was, 
‘‘This just isn’t any fun.’’ 

Since the third loop had to be can- 
celled, the run was declared finished at. 
the end of the second loop. There were 
220 finishers. On the plus side, the run 
was very well marked and the distances 
were measured extremely accurately. 
My speedometer was only .2 miles off 
at the end of the run with noadjustments! 

On the minus side, there were: 

1. No outhouses. In a spot where it is 
planned to camp fifteen hundred people 
for a weekend, this is — or should be — 
a crime, Certainly it will contribute to 
the charges of misuse of public land 
which are threatening to close the desert 
to us. 

2. No emergency services, Fortunate- 
ly no one, reportedly, was hurt in any of 
the more remote areas of the course, If 
anyone had been, we would probably be 
reporting a disaster, 

3. No lunch wagons or catering trucks, 

With a gross “Чаке” in excess of 
$2500 and virtually no visible outlay 
(even the course markings were donated 
by Torco Oil), riders have the right to 
expect these items to be taken care of, 
Two weeks ago the Shamrocks were able 
to provide all these services and still 
donate some $700 to charity with almost 
identical circumstances, it would seem 
that the organization which has as its 
expressed purpose the promotion of en- 
duro riding in Southern California could 
hardly afford to do less, 

The C.E.R.A. is a new organization, 
Its working membership is obviously 
dedicated, enthusiastic, and very hard 
working. Its leader, Ed Wight, looked to 
be on the verge of collapse after the 
run, and his wife was not far behind, 
They succeeded in putting on a run in 
new territory and avoided many of the 
pitfalls of new organizations such as 
inadequate trail marking and poor tim- 
ing. With just a little attention to the 
more prosaic details such as outhouses 
and care of the wounded — and possibly 
a little more imagination — Enduro III 
could well be one of the highlights of the 
fall season.

ATLANTA, GA, April 19, 1970 — BSA 
team rider Jim Rice won his second Na- 
tional Championship event of the young 
season and vaulted from 15th to 7th in 
National points as he out raced Dick 
Mann across the line to win the first 
National held in Atlanta since 1948, 

The 5/8 mile Holiday downs track 
suffered from roughness and the holes 
in the surface contributed to many spec- 
tacular crashes, none of which caused 
any serious injuries, 

Dick Mann got the jump on the flagand 
his BSA led the first seven laps, Don 
Castro was right there and held on to 
second for five laps before Rice, who 
had gotten off the grid in third, came up 
and passed him, 

Norton rider Jack Warren started in 
seventh place but by lap seven he had 
moved up intofourth place behind Castro, 
On lap eight Warren out pressured 
Castro and Rice made good in his bid 
to get by Mann. 

So now it was Rice, Mann and Warren 
but the race was far from over and Bugs 
Mann was not liking the beating he was 
taking from the rocks thrown by Rice's 
rear tire, The pair raced through the 
full distance but in the closing laps Bugs 
put on a drive that brought him closer 
and closer to Rice, 

Two laps from the flag Mann actually 
got around Rice but Jim was able to pull 
back the lead in the drive out of the same ~ 
corner, Now they were wheel to wheelin 
the turns with Rice looking smooth and 
steady while Bugs was like a man pos- 
sessed, sliding hard and wide throwinga 
wild rooster tail of gravel. Charging out 
of the last corner before the checkers 
Mann put on one last full twist try to 
catch the fleeing Rice but hita rough hole 
and came very close to getting off, To 
the cheers of the almost 10,000 in at- 
tendance Jim Rice crossed the line a 
winner by a scant 15 yards. 

Jack Warren held on to his thirdplace 
and shook up a lot of people by powering 
his Norton out of the turns with his foot 
on the handlebars. Jack says it’s a habit 
he picked up in his ice racing days and

just can’t quit doing it, It didn’t seem to 
harm his performance and he finished 
just ahead of Jim Maness who qualified 
his Harley-Davidson XR 750 in the fast- 
est slot of the day just three hundredths 
of a second ahead of Dave Aldana, Both 
Jim and Dave ride with that ‘‘Sling her 
in there’ style and Dave looked like the 
most spectacular rider on the firm be- 
fore he blew a coil in his heat, 

Gary Nixon sat out the final after 
tweaking his not-yet-ready-leg in Satur- 
day night’s short track racing. 

Also on the sidelines were headline 
makers Mert Lawwill and Mark Brels- 
ford, And therein lies a tale that is 
destined for racing annals, After winning 
Friday night’s Ascot Half-Mile opener 
Mert and third place Mark rolled their 
H-D’s directly into crates and had them 
to the airport before the pipes had even 
cooled off, The bike carrying plane was 
scheduled to arrive Saturday but was 
held up until Sunday and then noone could 
be found that could unload the race ready 
cargo. 

The Amateur feature race was won by 
Canadian Doug Sehl, younger brother of 
northern champ Dave Sehl, Sehl’s win 
was no cake walk. He waged a ding-dong 
battle with Gary Fisher that rivaled the 
Experts for action and drama,

Honda Recall To Remedy Throttle 
And Chain Trouble On CB750 


Recent articles in CYCLE NEWS and 
the L.A, TIMES have made note of prob- 
lems of breaking drive chains and stick- 
ing throttles on Honda’s four cylinder 
CB 750 and the campaign of the Four 
Owner’s Club, a consumer group largely 
made up of Honda owners to have the 
defective machines recalled. 

After making a careful study of the 
problems reported by dealers and own- 
ers, Honda has issued special replace- 
ment parts to dealers and recall cards 
have been sent by registered mail allow- 
ing Honda four owners to have their 
bikes modified at no charge, 

Spokesmen for American Honda said 
that the firm is always receptive to 
complaints and suggestions from owners 
but that the Four Owners Club had noth- 
ing to do with the callback of the CB 750, 

Honda’s study of the ‘slow return to 
idle" throttle problem began in October 
and after work both in Japan and the U.S, 
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replacement parts were available to 
dealers in late January. The callback is 
dated March 16th. 

Honda dealer John McLaughlin of Du- 
arte, Cal, told CYCLE NEWS that re- 
placement of defective parts at factory 
expense is a long standing feature of the 
Honda waranty and is not new with the 
Honda Four. He pointed out similar 
cases with other Hondas, one of which 
was a gearbox problem found on the S- 65 
model in 1964, 

Honda dealers report that new rubber 
rear wheel damping units have been pro- 
vided to eliminate chain breaking and 
new throttle cables and carburetor parts 
stop the slow throttle return problem. 

Fours still in dealers stock have been 
modified and the recall will be in effect 
for bikes already on the street. Correc- 
tions will be made on Honda Fours even 
if they have changed hands and are being 
ridden by a second owner.

New Three Wheeled Mini-Bike Released By Larkin 


A recent press release concerning the 
latest entrant into the mini-bike market 
made more than a few Cycle News staf- 
fers sit up and take note. And, naturally, 
we couldn't wait to give it a try. 

It's called the Hill Cat, 

Designed and built by Keith Larkin, 
owner of Larkin Aircraft in Watsonville, 
Calif. this unique little bike incorpor- 
ates the tracked vehicle concept, using 
three wheels, two of which are in pivoted 
tandem at the rear. 

Essentially, the Hill Cat uses a 4 h.p. 
Tecumseh engine to power a primary 


chain; which powers a secondary chain; 
which supplies the leading and trailing 
rear wheels with equal traction, That's 
on level ground, 

In the rough, the two rear wheels, 
being centrally pivoted, produce a see- 
saw effect as they encounter the off road 
rocks and ridges. Whenthe leading wheel 
meets an obstacle, the trailer receives 
the bulk of the power, pushing the lead- 
ing wheel over the rock, bump, log, etc. 
Conversely, when the trailing wheel 
reaches the difficulty, it is pulled over 


by the now level and more powerful 
leader, Theoretically, at least, And, for 
the most part, it seems to work in 
practice. 

Cycle News ran a brief test on the 
three wheeled mini last week and found 
that most of the company's claims were, 
indeed, justified, 

As there is no suspension system, as 
such, in the rear, we were at first a bit 
Skeptical of its handling ability, But the 
see-saw effect of the two rear wheels 
more than adequately compensate for 
traditional shock absorbers. When the 





leading wheel is up, the trailer is down, 
pulling the leader back into level posi- 
tion. And, of course, vice versa, This 
action-reaction prevents the frame from 
receiving the full force of the bump, and 
gives the rider more thanusual minibike 
comfort. The springs on the telescopic 
front forks are adequate for most trail 
conditions, 


From a theoretical point of view, at 
least, the two-wheeled power in the rear 
Should provide considerably more trac- 


tion. This does not seem to bear out 
overly well in actuallity, however. The 
rear wheels are a scant 3,5 x 11,5, and 
individually — as well as collectively — 
do not take well to the powder dust and 
sand of Southern California. If Larkin 
could replace the rear rubber with àny- 
thing close to the more suitable 5 x 14 
on the front, the bike would undoubtedly 
become one of the — if not, THE - finest 
‘soft stuff?’ machines on the market, 

This is not to say that the Hill Cat is 
not one of the best trailblazing minis 
available. Far from it. A tire change, 
however, could turn a very fine bike into 
a leading contender for Best Minibike 
honors, . 

Another major problem concerns 
braking. There simply is no rear brake, 
and all braking is conducted through a 
lever operated, internal expansion, front 
mounted assembly. Bruce Cox, company 
representative in Southern California, 
said that his firm has been working on a 
solution for the rear brake problem, but 
to date they haven’t been successful. 
This problem is not critical in moderate 
off road riding, but, we suspect, this 
could provide considerable trouble on, 
say, a steep down hill run, 

The maneuverability is, for the most 
part, good to excellent, It seemed to us 
that a wider spread on the handlebars 
would not hurt, but this could be the re- 
sult of our familiarity with scrambler- 
type bars, At first, turning tends to be a 
bit tricky. But in learning the idosyn- 
crasies of the little machine, direction 
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changes become natural and quite easy. 

The machine has an ample amount of 
low end, and the Salsbury automatic (no 
clutch) variable speed torque converter 
wil quickly get you from zero to a 
reported top speed of 29 mph, 

The frame is double loop, and a re- 
cently added rear frame brace has eli- 
minated frame flex, and, hopefully, metal 
fatigue. Cox said that his company had 
taken several bikes to the mountains, 
offering them to any handy kid, along 
with instructions to ‘‘go out and try to 
tear them up.’’ He reports that, with the 
exception of minor dings, all machinés 
held up admirably. 

Mini- Bike Magazine criticized the ee 
ward location of the pegs. But this has 
been corrected, and the heavy duty, fold- 
ing Bates foot rests are now more cen- 
trally located and make standing in the 
rough stuff a fairly simple matter. 

There are many other positive fea- 
tures about the bike, including: 9-1/2 
inch ground clearance; a kill button; lock 
nuts throughout; specially made sproc- 
kets with built-in keys that cannot loosen, 
and; easy two-part disassembly, that 
makes car trunktransportation a reality. 

All in all, Cycle News feels that the 
Hill Cat has successfully challenged the 
minibike field, Larkin has recognized the 
boom. in recreational vehicles and has 
already built a prototype for an inex- 
pensive snowmobile, that easily converts 
into a dune buggy. Additionally, they 
hope to eventually introduce a low-cost, 
Volkswagen powered airplane,

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BRADLEY DOMINATES SMRA

AUSTIN, TEX, April 12, 1970 - Rusty 
Bradley, the 19 year old winner of the 
100 mile Amateur event at Daytona, 
totally dominated SMRA Road Race com- 
petition here Sunday, winning the 500cc 
Stock Production, the Open Class Grand 
Prix, and the Open Class Final, 

The University of Texas mechanical 
engineering student also rode his Tri- 
umph into second place in the Stock Pro- 
duction Open Class, behind Bently Hard- 
wick's Norton, Hardwick was leading 
Bradley in the Open Class GP, when& 
flat tire forced him out of the race. 

Prior to the road races, a motocross 
event was held in the infield to the de- 
light of the spectators, Firstinthe 125cc 
class was Jack Hicks on a Penton, Inthe 
250cc class, with three straight win, was 
Jack O’Leary on a Yamaha, Robi Holbert 
on a Husqvarna won the 500cc class, with 
two wins and a second place, 

Road racing then got underway, as the 
Stock Production 250cc class was won by 
Tommy Byars, on a Suzuki, He was 
followed by James Blackwell (Kawasaki) 
and Larry McPhail (Suzuki). Bradley, on 
his 500cc Triumph (the ex-H,A , Cardwell 
bike), handily won the 500cc Stock Pro- 
duction class over Bently Hardwick (Su- 
zuki) and Tommy Byars (Suzuki). Bradley 

, and Hardwick were at itagain in the Open 
Production class, and this time Hard- 
wick’s 750cc Norton bested Bradley’s 
three-cylinder Triumph. 

In the GP classes, 125 winners were x 
James Lutz (Yamaha), Pee Wee Gleason 
(Hodaka), and Gordon Duggan (Montesa), 
In the 200cc class the winners were 
Jerry Brust (Ducati), James Gardner 
(Honda) and Willard Kelley (Honda). 

Fresh out on his new 250cc Yamaha, 
Bently Hardwick won the 250cc GP over 
Darryl Hurst (Yamaha), Mike Cone (Ya- 
maha) and Bennie Campbell (Kawasaki), 

The 500cc and Open GP classes were 
run concurrently, with Hardwick and 
Bradley leading the field, Hardwick 
dropped out with his flat tire, and J.C. 
Klusmeyer managed second overall on 
his faired Norton, He was followed by 
Terry Kiraly (350cc Yamaha), third 
overall and first in the 500cc class. The 
power for Larry Beall's Kawasaki three 
disappeared in a cloud of blue smoke, 
and Paul Beardon's 350cc Ducati and 
Bennie Campbell's 350cc Yamaha round- 
ed out the 500cc class. 

After dogging Willard Kelley's Honda 
from the start of the race, James Gard- 
ner took over the lead for keeps, when 
Willards brake stay arm came adrift on 
the third lap in the 200cc Grand Final. 
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SMRA road racers bunch up at the Austin 
Circuit. 







Always second behind Gardner, but atan 
ever increasing distance — was Danny 
Madsen, also on a 175cc Honda, 

The early portion of the 250cc Grand 
Final was marked by a terrific three- way 
battle among the Yamahas of Cone, Hard- 
wick and Hurst. But Cone had the obvious 
edge, and he soon built a sizeable lead, 
On the last lap, Darryl Hurst became 
overly excited, and he slid off the course 
while entering the pit esses, He quickly 
remounted and restarted, trying des- 
perately to stave off a Ducati that had 
come up from the backfield to take ad- 
vantage of his misfortune, He never 
reached the finish line, instead throwing 
his TD2 away into the crowd of specta- 
tors, who have become accustomed to 
standing on the pavement adjacent to turn 
eight and the finish line. Bennie Campbell 
moved up into Hurst's third place, behind 
Bently Hardwick, 

Campbell was destined for even better 
fortune in the Open class, When Hard- 
wick's second place Norton went rough 
half-way through the race, Campbell 
moved up (but not very close) behind 
Bradley's Triumph, Klusmeyer's Norton 
was third, followed by Kiraly's Yamaha. 
and Eddie Patton's Honda four, 

After the death knell had sounded for 
Austin Raceway Park, motorcycle racing 
returned to this Central Texas course, 
due to the cancellation of the meet sched- 
uled for Dallas International, Many of 
the track's facilitles were absent because 
of preparations for converting the 
grounds into a mobile home park. Least 
missed, however, were the steel guard 
rails that had haunted riders for the two 
year history of the track,
